2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  ami  describe  correctly  the  prop- 
erty to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authentic- 
ity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to  be  for  a 
single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  numbered  item  in  the 
catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered  item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot" 
then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item.

SALES  CONDUCTED  BY  HI  RAM  H.  PARKE,  OTTO  BF.RNF.T,  AND  H.  E.  RUSSELL  JR. 
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Walter  Leighton  Clark  ( 1859-1935  ),  founder  and  president 
of  the  Grand  Central  Art  Galleries,  was  horn  at  Philadelphia,  a 
member  of  an  old  Pennsylvania  family,  lie  was  by  profession  a 
mechanical  engineer,  and  tor  many  years  vice-president  of  the  Niles- 
Bement-Pond  Company.  A  close  friend  of  Sargent,  he  took  up 
portrait  painting,  and  under  the  advice  and  inspiration  of  the  Ameri- 
can master  founded  in  1922  the  Grand  Central  Art  Galleries,  which 
has  made  an  important  contribution  to  the  welf  are  of  living  American 
painters.  1  [e  was  active  in  artistic  and  community  playhouse  activi- 
ties at  Stockbridge,  Mass.,  and  elsewhere,  and  as  a  protagonist  ol 
American  art  sponsored  and  led  the  American  section  of  the  Inter- 
national Art  Exhibitions  at  Venice.  lie  died  on  December  iS,  [935. 

The  items  from  his  collection  contained  in  the  present  catalogue 
comprise  English  and  American  furniture  from  the  estate  at  Stock- 
bridge,  Mass.,  including  a  number  of  important  family  pieces; 
copper  and  brass  originally  from  the  collection  of  Alexander  W. 
Drake;  and  about  forty  paintings. 
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Eben  Howard  Gay  (1858-1936),  financier  and  art  collector  of 
Boston,  and  the  brother  of  Walter  Gay,  the  artist,  was  born  at 
Hingham,  Mass.,  and  became  noted  for  his  public  interest  in  both 
music  and  art.  He  was  the  donor  of  the  Chippendale  room  from 
Woodcote  Park,  Epsom,  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  bine  Arts  and 
was  mainly  responsible  for  the  restoration  of  the  Old  Ship  Church  in 
Hingham  in  which  his  great-great-grandfather  had  served  as  minis- 
ter from  1 7  i  7  until  1 787.  He  died  in  Boston  on  February  26,  1 936. 

The  present  catalogue  contains  Chippendale  and  other  Georgian 
mahogany  furniture  from  his  collection,  together  with  tine  Chinese 
porcelains,  many  of  which  were  purchased  by  him  in  the  Garland 
and  Judge  Gary  sales  at  these  Galleries.
